12 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
13 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

16 (A) The Administration shall designate the portion of Maryland Route 24

17 located between the U.S. Route 1 Bypass and U.S. Route 40 as the Vietnam Veterans
18 Memorial Highway.
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1 (B) THE ADMINISTRATION AND THE MARYLAND TRANSPORTATION
2 COMMISSION SHALL BESIGNATE DEDICATE THE PORTION OF MARYLAND ROUTE 157
3 KNOWN ASTHE PENINSULA EXPRESSWAY AS THE VIETNAM VETERANS HIGHWAY .
